IN  THE  FOLLOWING  space  is  reprinted  the 
last  three  paragraphs  of  an  editorial  published 
in  the  campus  newspaper  of  the  Illinois  Wes- 
leyan University. 

The  editorial  was  titled  “Why  Humanities?” 
and  gave  a “reasoned  and  moving  argument 
for  the  extension  of  Humanities  courses  in 
colleges,  according  to  an  Associated  Collegiate 
Press  statement. 

“THE  AVERAGE  student  believes  that  the 
civilization  into  which  he  was  born  and  which 
he  makes  use  of  is  as  spontaneous  and  self- 
reproducing  as  nature.  He  is  not  interested  in. 
the  basic  cultural  values  of  his  age  and  is  not 
prepared  to  place  himself  at  their  service.  He 
has  an  inborn  impression  that  life  is  easy, 
plentiful  and  without  serious  limitations.  He 
is  armed  at  birth  with  marvelous  mechanical 
devices,  healing  medicines,  watchful  govern- 
ments and  comfortable  privileges. 

“ON  THE  OTHER  hand,  he  is  ignorant  of 
how  difficult  it  is  to  invent  these  instruments 
and  to  secure  these  privileges.  The  average 
student  is  characterized  by  an  extreme  ingrati- 
tude toward  all  that  has  made  possible  the 
ease  of  his  existence.  He  is  unintelligent 
enough  to  imagine  that  his  role  is  limited  to 
demanding  the  benefits  of  civilization  as  if 
they  were  natural  rights. 


“THE  TREMENDOUS  importance  of  the 
Humanities  course,  then,  lies  in  its  power  to 
make  the  student  realize  that  civilization  is 
not  just  here;’  it  is  not  self-sustaining.  The 
Humanities  course  impresses  upon  the  student 
the  fact  that  if  he  wants  to  make  us.e  of  the 
advantages  of  civilization,  he  had  better  be 
prepared  to  concern  himself  with  the  uphold 
ing  of  that  civilization.” 

The  broadening  of  graduation  requirements 
last  year  was  a step  by  this  university  toward 
preparing  the  student  for  the  “upholding”  of 
civilization  by  requiring  each  one  to  take  a 
more  diversified  range  of  courses. 

THIS  HOWEVEIR,  does  not  solve  the  prob 
em  because  if  a student  isn’t  interested  in 
learning  about  many  things,  he  won’t — re- 
quirements notwithstanding. 

Students  should  not  feel  it  is  an  optical 
thing  as  to  whether  they^  learn  these  things 
It  IS  a duty  which  has  been  handed  to  them. 

Like  it  or  not,  each  student  is  a member  of 
a society  which  is  finding  it  increasingly  hard- 
er to  sustain  itself  in  a troubled  world. 

DUTIES  ARE  clear;  each  one  of  us  is  obli- 
gated to  make  preparations  for  entering  the 
main  stream  of  society  from  our  present  van- 
tage point  near  the  edge.
